Smithsonian Institution 
Is Financing Survey 
in Alaska. 


_ ATTACHED TO WORK 


Dr. Ales Hrdlicka, Anthropolo- 
gist, Will Sail From 
Seattle Saturday. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

To seek further light on the 
route by which primitive man 
found his way to the American 
continent, Dr. Ales Hrdlicka, an- 
thropologist of the National mu- 
seum, will leave here today for 
Alaska to make the first direct 
scie :tific survey of its kind ever 
unvertaken. The bureau of eth- 
nology of the Smithsonian institu- 
tion is financing thé expedition. 

Since the origin of man in Ameri- 
ca has been the subject of much 
scientific controversy, the expedi- 
tion is described as having great 
potential significance. 

The mass of sound evidence, of- 
ficials of the institution believe, 
points to the ancestor of the Indian 
as having crossed over from Asia 
by way of Siberia, the Diomede 
islands and Seward peninsula and 
then to have gradually worked 
southward down the coastal plains 
and the Yukon. 


To Collect Relics. 


Dr. Hrdlicka’s chief purpose will 
be to follow up clews of pottery 
fragments, stone implements and 
bones, and bits of worked ivory 
which have been found from time 
to time by prospectors and Eskimos 
and indicating, in his opinion, an 
earlier people more cultured than 
the Eskimo. 

Sailing from Seattle May 22-on a 
biological survey boat, Dr. Hrdlicka 
will go to Juneau and Seward, 
thence by railroad to Nenana on 
the Yukon, where he will begin his 
travels on the river. At Nulato, 
where it is believed the first immi- 
grants to America probably first 
came in touch with this continent 
untold centuries ago, he will take 
a small boat and Eskimo crew and 
work his way down the river from 
station to station to the mission at 
Holy Cross. 

En route, he will investigate some 
of the old sites, make excavations 
where necessary, and take physical 


measurements and photographs of 
the present inhabitants. 


To Seek Battleground. 


He then either will cut across 
country or go by boat to St. Michael 
and thence to Nome, where he will 
seek the battleground of the great 
legendary conflict fought between 
the inhabitants of Seward peninsula 
and the invaders from Asia. Old 


‘isites will be sought in the neighbor- 


hood of what is known as Salt Lake, 
and the Port Clarence, Kotzebue and 
Norton sounds. 

Dr. Hrdlicka believes that no 
single invasion of America of any 
great magnitude by primitive man 
ever took place, but that small 


‘| groups dribbled across the ice fields 


through periods of perhaps thou- 
sands of years. This, in his opinion, 
would account for the differentia- 
tion of the American Indian in the 
two Americas. He further believes 
that no ancient sites of magnitude 
are to be found in the northernmost 
parts of the continent, but that there 
must be some small ones with ma- 
terial extremely precious to science.

The government's theory, 
as expounded by M. Peret, is that 
the franc has suffered from the 
general situation that affected the 
Belgian franc and the Italian lira.

pound, threw French. franc#on the 
market.

Fort Washington, Md., and Fort 
Hunt, Va., are included in a new 
list of War Department property to 
be disposed of with congressional 
authority, in line with legislation 
authorizing the Secretary of War to! 
sell posts and fortifications no 
longer necessary for military pur- 
poses and to apply the proceeds to 
construction of new barracks, quar- 
ters and hospitals badly needed. 

Fort Washington is located in 
Prince Georges county, Md., on the 
east bank of the Potomac, 14 miles 
south of the city of Washington. 
It consists of 354.30 acres and was 
acquired by purchase and condem- 
nation between 1808 and 1914, at 
a cost of $38,117.60 for the pur- 
pose of the defense of Washington. 
Improvements this station 
amount to $734,386. 

The completion of the modern 
defenses at the entrance to Chesa- 
peake bay and the development of 
aircraft have rendered this fortifi- 
cation obsolete for defense purposes. 
At present it is garrisoned by one 
battalion of the Twelfth infantry 
now quartered there to be moved 
to Camp Meade, Md., where the 
regiment is to be concentrated. 

Fort Hunt is located in Fairfax 
county, Virginia, 16 miles below 
this city. It comprises about 197 
acres, and was acquired by pur- 
chase in 1893 and 1903 at a cost of 
$45,526.87, for the defense of the 
Potomac river and Washington. 
Improvements to the extent of 
$309,725.55 have been made. 

At present it is on a caretaking 
status, all armament having been 
removed.

LENGTHY OBSERVATION 
_ MADE AT NORTH POLE 


| Voyage Is Cut Short Through 
Ice Forming on Propeller 
of Dirigible. 


May 16

Nome, Alaska, 
Associated Press). 
Riiser-Larsen, second 
pilot, said today that thin ice and 
open water were found at the north 
pole, but no land was discovered 
in the arctic wastes by the Amund- 
sen-Ellsworth expedition which ar- 
rived at Teller, Alaska, Thursday 
night in the dirigible Norge from 
Kings Bay, Spitzbergen. 
| Teller is 75 miles northwest of 
| Nome. The big airship was in the 
air about 72 hours. 

Considerable time was spent at 
the north pole making observations, 
the Norge having descended to 
within 600 feet of the ice. She 
rose again to an altitude of 4,000 
feet.

Ice Clogs Propellers. 

Over Point Barrow, on the arctic 
coast, 550 miles northwest of here, 
ice formed on the whirling propel- 
lers of the ship and then broke off, 
‘cutting the big gas bag. Loss of 
| hydrogen gas made the Norge ex- 
tremely heavy. A fair wind aided 
itr on the vovage from Barrow to 
Teller. 

The crew of eighteen arrived at 
Teller tired, but in excellent 
physical condition. 

Preparatory to landing, an anchor 
was dropped from the Norge and 
Serg. Ettore Arduino. assistant 
mechanician, descended and super- 
vised the landing. A strong wind 
blew while the airship was being 
lowered and T. A. Pellerson, man- 
ager of the Teller Lighterage Co., 
grabbed the bow line of the ship 
and headed it into the wind. 

After motion pictures were takep 
of the successful transpolar flying 
craft, it was deflated in 30 minutes. 
A perfect landing was made on the 
frozen bay of Grantley harbor at 
Teller. The work of dismantling 
the Norge is now being done under 
the direction of Col. Umberto No- 
bile. an Italian, first pilot and de- 
signer and constructor of the ship. 
It is to be preserved for reconstruec- 
tion.

Have Secn Both Poles. 


‘Capt. Amundsen and Capt. Wist- 
ing are the only two men in the 
world to have visited both the north 
and south poles, Wisting having ac- 
companied Amundsen when he dis- 
covered the south pole. At Nome, 
Amundsen declared that a wireless 
station should be erected at Teller, 
as it is the only real harbor in this 
section. The Snake _ river, 7 
miles west of here affords Nome its 
only harbor. 

Lieut. Omdahl, who is to return 
to Teller in the launch Pippin with 
Capt. A. Peterson, master of the 
little water craft that brought 
Amundsen and three of his party to 
Nome today, said that the engines ~ 
of the Norge were in good condition 
and worked perfectly. The other © 
three airmen are to remain in 
Nome. 

Col. Nobile was very proud of 
the ship he piloted, as it performed 
its feat nobly. 

Amundsen said that he knew the 
position of the Norge at all times. 

Capt. Amundsen, Lincoln El}ils- 
worth, Capt. Oscar Wisting and 
Lieut. Oskar Omdahl, of the Norge, 
arrived here from Teller in the 
launch Pippin, at 5 a. m. today.

Work ‘In Relic Collection 


Oldroyd Passed Two-Thirds of. Century Gathering 
| Mementos of Abraham Lincoln; Display Will 


| Remain In House Where President Died.

When President Coolidge attach- 
ed his signature to the joint resolu- 
‘tion which authorizes the purchase 
of the relics of’Lincolin, he brought 
to a climax the work which has oc- 


cupied the attention of Osborn H. 
| Oldroyd during two-thirds of a cen- 
tury: As soon as details of the 
purchase ‘are worked out, the Old- 
royd collection will pass from the 
ownership of an individual to that 
of the nation. 

Born in 1842, in Mount Vernon, 
Ohio, Osborn Oldroyd was the pro- 
| prietor of a newsstand in his fath- 
|er’s jewelry store. 
| tention was attracted to a pamphlet | 
| which was incorporated in the bun- 
| dle of Ledgers, New York Weeklies, 
| Fireside Companions, and like story 

papers which formed the general 
stock of the newsdealer of the 60s. 
|The title of the booklet was ‘‘Abra- 
(ham Lincoln. Wigwam _ Edition, 
| Campaign of 1860." Oldroyd read 
it with avidity and at once ordered 
_the wholesale dealer to inelude 
| copies of everything which might be 
published in the future concerning 
| Abraham Lincoln. 

The next vear he was one of the 
first to respond to the call for vol- 
-unteers after Sumter was fired 
/upon. At the close of the war he 
, went to Columbus, to which city his 
| parents had moved, and was soon 
after appointed assistant steward at 
| the National] Soldiers’ home in Day- 
ton. There he began to collect the 
nucleus of the great store of arti- 
cles which formed the collection. 
It was while engaged at the Dayton 
home in.1872 that a young woman 
from Springfield came to visit an 
uncle who was one of the inmates. 
She was Miss Lida A. Stoneberger, 
and within a year had consented to 
marry Oldroyd. They were married 
and moved to Springfield in 1873, 
by which time the Oldroyd Lin- 
colnia had begun to attract atten- 
tion, 

Ten vears later, hearing that the) 
Lincoln home was to be vacated by 
the then tenant Oldroyd persuaded | 
Robert Lincoln, then Secretary of 
War in the cabinet of President 
Arthur, to lease it to him. For the 
next ten years Osborn Oldroyd oc- 
cupied the former home of the 
martyred President in the Illinois 
capital. Here he lovingly arranged 
all the precious papers, pictures, 
medals and other items which he 
had persistently gathered and care- 
fully hoarded for 20 years. The ex- 
hibit was open to all visitors, and no 
charge was ever exacted as long as 
the veteran owner was vigorous 
enough to earn his own living. 

After ten years Robert Lincoln 
jJeeded the house to the State of 
Illinois, and the State made an ar- 
rangement with Capt. Oldroyd to 
Occupy the premises as caretaker. 
The contract between the State and 
the owner of the relics provided that 
the entire collection should pass to 
the State at the expiration of the 
life of Capt. Oldroyd, with the 
proviso that during his lifetime he 
should be employed as custodian at 
a small annual salary, and should: 
vecupy the house. 

Next appeared Gov. Altgeld on 
the scene. He abrogated the con-; 
tract between the State and the 
ow ner of the relics and ordered him 
to “move out within two weeks.” 
Capt. Oldroyd packed his belong-

One of the first announcements 
made by: this commission was, ‘‘We 
especially wish to purchase the 
house on Tenth street in which 
President Lincoln died. It is the 
only building at the Capital dis- 
tinctly associated with him. We 
wish to restore it to the condition 
in which it then was, both exter- 
nally and internally, and to make 
it a perpetual sbrine of patriotic 
pilgrimage for the millions that 
'venerate his memory.” 


| The association rented the build- 
ing in 1893, and for the next two 
years appealed to Congress to take 
iit over. But after two years of 
fruitiess effort the committee aban- 
doned hope of success, and Capt. 
Oldroyd took over the lease himself. 
Establishing his collection therein, 
he opened to the public the house 
in which Lincoln died, charging a 
small fee, in the expectation that 
the receipts would pay the rent. In 
that, however, he was disappointed, 
as during the three years which he 
‘remained as a tenant of the private 
‘owner the monthly average of ‘‘paid 
admissions” was exactly $47, 
against a rental of $100 monthly. 

It was a veteran of the Confed- 
eracy who in advocating purchase 
'of the house by the United States in 
1897 paid a glowing tribute to 
President Lincoln. It was Maj. 
Joseph Draper Sayers, a native of 
Mississippi and a representative in 
Congress from Texas, whose plea 
brought about that purchase. For 
nearly 30 years the Tenth street 
building, has been the property of 
the government and during that 
time Capt. Oldroyd, the custodian, 
has continued his quest for remind- 
ers of the life of the man who died 
within those walls. 

He is 84 years of age now, and 
has hoped to see his treasures, 
gathered with such painstaking and 
‘such loving care, become the prop- 
{erty of all the people. He has re- 
fused offers of more money for the 
‘relics than the commission consist- 
ing of the Secretary of State, the 
Secretary of War and the Attorney 
General is authorized to pay him, 
but he wants the nation and not an 
individual. nor even the State of 
Illinois. whose governor once 
spurned the opportunity, to own his 
gathered treasures, especially as 
that ownership will assure the con- 
tinuance of the display in the 
house in which Lincoln died, for 
that is provided for in the resolu- 
tion which the President signed last 
week.

False Declarations Denied. 


“Col. Delgudo, ” the statement | 
goes on, “promised to bring me a/| 
copy, which up to this moment I! 
have not received. For those’ 
knowing me and my character, it 
is not necessary that I deny having 
made felse declarations on entering 
Mexico, but for those not acquainted 
with me I deem it opportune, even) 
imperative, by reason of my posi- 
tion, to state publicly and emphat-) 
ically that I made no false declara- 
tions nor even signed any declara- 
tions at all when I éntered Mexican 
territory. 

“The border immigration inspec- 
tor never requested any declara- 
tions regarding my birth and re- 
ligion, but did inquire as to my 
profession; whereupon I declared 
that profession, which I really 
have, of teaching, without, how- 
ever, any intention of hiding any 
other titles I had.”’ 

It is asserted in the statement 
that proof of Mgr. Caruana’s good 
faith and frankness was shown in 
the fact that he handed to the 
Mexican border officials his pass- 
port and vaccination certificate, the 
passport showing his profession of 
clergyman and the facts of his 
birth, the certificate carrying his 
official title at the time it was 
issued, namely bishop of Porto 
Rico. 


Envoy Here Is Mentioned. 


‘‘By acting so openly.’’ said Mgr. 
Caruana, “I felt I was doing even 
more than could be expected of an 
American citizen entering Mexico, 
but did not hesitate to do so. Fur- 
thermore, before my departure 
from Washington I had been as- 
sured by a noted Catholic priest 
that the Mexican Ambassador had 
assured him that morning that 
there was no Mexican law prohibit- 
ing the entry or stay in Mexico of 
any American clergyman, provided 
he did not exercise his ministerial 
office in Mexico. 

‘In Mexico City the chief of the 
immigration department, before 
whom I was summoned for investi- 
gation on April 19, more than a 
month after my arrival, examined 
both my passport and vaccination 
certificate and received and exam- 
ined all the above statements of 
explanation. 

“T state that since my arrival in 
Mexico I have never violated in any 
way the provisions of the Mexi- 
can constitution.”’ 


Did Not Act as Clergeman. 


In addition to this written state- 
ment, Mgr. Caruana verbally. told 
the correspondents that he had at- 
tended church only three times in 
Mexico, each time as an ordinary 
worshiper, and had never offi- 
ciated as a clergeman in Mexico. 

His signed statement concludes: 

“While forced by the decree of 
expulsion to abandon Mexico, yet 
my peaceful mission will continue. 
If, owing to the conditions and 
circumstances I have met with, and 
over which I had no control, it 
has not attained its full object, at 
least it has already given to the 
whole world very interesting and 
significant demonstrations, when 
viewed in its relations to civiliza- 
tion and the sacred rights of 
peoples.’’ 


Archbishop Hanna’ Terms 
Expulsion an Affront to 
American Citizen. 


Mexico City, Mav 16 (By A. P.). 
The Rt. Rey. George J. Caruana, 
the papal representative in Mexico, 
under orders from the Mexican gov- 
ernment expelling him from Mexico, 
departed tonight for Washington. 
He issued a signed statement to- 
day vigorously denying the charge 
that. he had entered Mexico im- 
properly, under which charge he is 
being deported. 

The statement revealed that Mer. 
Caruana was allowed six days in 
which to depart from the country. 
He notified Ambassador Sheffield 
of this fact and the Ambassador 
notified Washington. The embassy 
declines to make any comment.

OF FLORIDA, IS DEAD 


Former Governor Resiered as 
General to Be Private in 
Spanish War.

Albert W. Gilchrist, former gov- 
ernor of Florida, died at the Hos- 
pital for Ruptured and Crippled 
He had been a patient 
in that institution since last No- 
vember and had undergone several 
operations for an affection of the 
thigh. He was 68 years old. Robert 
W. Gibbs, a half brother, was with 
him when he died. 


Mr. Gilchrist was a descendant of 
the families of George Washington 
and James Madison. Graduated 
from the United States Military 
Academy in 1882, he turned first to 
civil engineering. His public career 
began with his election to the Flor- 
ida house of representatives in 1893 
and he was reelected in 1895. 

With the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American war Mr. Gilchrist resigned 
a commission as brigadier general 
in the Florida militia and enlisted 
as a private in the regular army, 
being sent to Santiago, Cuba. He 
was discharged with the rank of 
captain. 

Returning to the legislature in 
1903, he served two more terms, 
the last as speaker of the house, 
followed by his election to the gov- 
ernorship in 1909, his term extend- 
ing to 1913. He was grand master 
of Masons in Florida from 1911 to 
1913.

Government Power Revealed. 


In a message of thanks to the 
chief civil commissioner, Sir Will- 
fam Mitchell-Thomson, and to the 
volunteers, Premier Baldwin re- 
veals what great sources of strength 
the government had behind it in 
combatting the general strike.

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THE CRISIS IN POLAND. 


The startling events in Poland which have 
resulted in the downfall) of the government 
and the resignation of the president are inter- 
preted in many quarters as the assumption of 
a dictatorship by Marshal Pilsudski. The lat- 
est developments, however, indicate that Pil- 
sudski does not intend to subvert the consti- 
tution, notwithstanding his coup d’etat. If 
he were aiming at a dictatorship he would 
not welcome the accession to the presidency 
of the speaker of the house, Mr, Rataj, who 
is constitutionally entitled to the office. More- 
over, instead of making himself premier, as 
Pilsudski might have been expected to do if 
he were aiming solely at the possession of 
power, he has contented himself with taking 
the portfolio of minister of war. The constitu- 
tion, therefore, is in full force, and there is a 
prospect that order will be speedily restored 
in spite of the events of the last few days. 

The Pilsudski coup had its beginnings long 
ago, and was caused by a singular combina- 
tion of circumstances. Pilsudski’s ambitions 
had been thwarted by other military chiefs, 
and he had been “‘sulking in his tent’’ while the 
financial and economic condition of his coun- 
try grew worse and worse, finally culminating 
in the panic of last summer after the failure 
of the crops in 1924. Unemployment was 
greatly increased, partly because of bad eco- 
nomic conditions and partly because of the 
rigor of the finance minister’s program in an 
effort to balance the budget. On top of this 
came the Berlin-Moscow treaty, which is re- 
garded by many Poles as a direct threat at 
Poland. 

In this situation the. socialists refused to 
support the government in its budget policy, 
and Pilsudski’s followers demanded that he 
should take control of affairs. At first he 
refused to do so, and issued a public state- 
ment declaring that-he would not interfere 
with the course of events. Then, apparently, 
a spontaneous movement began, which, if not 
wisely directed, might have resulted in revo- 
lution and anarchy. Pilsudski seems to have 
concluded that since he could not prevent such 
a movement, it was better for him to guide 
it into constitutional channels than to see it 
run into revolution. 

The report that the Pilsudski movement is 
aimed against the French alliance is absurd 
on its face, and is obviously propaganda di- 
rected against Poland. Pilsudski himself help- 
ed to frame the treaty of alliance of France. 
The treaty is mostly the joint creation of him- 
self and M. Millerand, who was then in power 
in France. No one has ever accuséd Pilsudski 
of lack of patriotism, and he would surely be 
disloyal if he should attempt to alienate Poland 
from its only ally among the great powers, at 
a time when other powers are suspected of 
reaching an agreement inimical to Poland. 
Pilsudski’s record while chief of state in the 
transition period antedating the constitution 
is such as to entitle him to the confidence of 
his countrymen. He has used strong-arm 
methods which could not be tolerated in a 
free country in ordinary times; but Poland 
is undergoing a crisis which perhaps can be 
met only by bold and unprécedented action by 
a man holding the confidence of a large pro- 
portion of the people.

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COLLEGE STATESMEN. 


The statement made by a professor of 
economics at the University of Pennsylvania 
before the members of the American Acad- 
emy of Political and Social Science at Philadel- 
phia is another straw indicating the way in 
which the theoretical wind is blowing in the 


circle of collegiate economists. This professor 
said: 

This country’s practice of erecting bar- 
riers of high tariffs practically excludes 
the exchange of commerce by which the 
debts must be eventually settled. Ameri- 
ca’s insistence on payment of the debts 
and her insistence on closing the avenues 
by which they can be paid are contra- 
dictory. 

The fact that imports from debtor European 
countries are increasing and have been increas- 
ing for some time, is proof that a tariff does 
not prevent the exchange of commerce. | 

America has scaled down interest on the 
various debts, so that the total after 62 years 
will be from 25 to 55 per cent of the total due. 
An adjustment of the debts is necessary to pre- 
serve international credit and avoid interna- 
tional disaster. 

The United States has not closed the avenues 
by which the debts can be paid. Commerce 
continues, imports increase, despite a _ tariff. 
As a rule international trade continues, regard- 
less of tariffs. History proves this. 

The professor from the University of Penn- 
sylvania simply echoes what many politicians 
have claimed ever since the end of the world 
war. These predictions have not come true. 
Experience is more convincing than theory.

A CHARITY EMERGENCY. 


This past week Washingtonians have been 
told of a serious situation which confronts the 
Associated Charities and the Citizens Relief as- 
sociation, and which threatens them with a 
deficit of $11,000 at the close of their fiscal 
year on September 80 next unless the people 
of the city come to their relief. | 

This situation is due to an unexpected and 
sudden increase in the number of applications 
for assistance. In addition to sickness, which 
Played the larger role in compelling families 
to seek this aid, desertion and nonsupport were 
prominent factors. : 

The inevitable result of the increased calls 
has been a serious inroad upon the resources 
of these societies, as shown by an excess. of 
$7,000 in the purchase of food, clothing and 
other necessities as compared with the cor- 
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appreciating the seriousness of the emergency, 
have pledged themselves to endeavor to raise 
as much of the additional funds necessary as 
possible, but they need the active cooperation 
of every public-spirited citizen. ,The Asso- 
ciated Charities and Citizens Relief associa- 
tion are entirely dependent on voluntary con- 
tributions. They receive no appropriation 
from Congress. They do not duplicate the 
work of other societies. 

The board of directors of the Citizens Relief 
association is appointed by the commissioners 
of the District and is a picked group of men 
and women. The board of the Associated 
Charities, elected by the membership, consists 
of equally high-minded citizens interested in 
the well being of their fellows. John Joy 
Edson is the treasurer of the Associated Chari- 
ties, and William J. Flather of the Citizens 
Relief association. The treasurer of the joint 
finance committee representing both organiza- 
tions and conducting this appeal is Ord Pres- 
ton, to whom contributions may be sent at 
1022 Eleventh street northwest.

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GOVERNMENT OF ALASKA. 


The Senate has approved a bill providing 
for the simplification of the administration of 
the laws of Alaska. The present difficulty, it 
is said, is that the several executive depart- 
ments are without correlation or coordination. 

As new problems have arisen in Alaska from 
time to time, Congress and the executive de- 
partments have endeavored to solve them by 
legislative or administrative action. Alaska is 
remote from the seat of the government, and 
Alaskan conditions have not been fully under- 
stood. As a result there has grown up-much 
duplication of effort and overlapping of func- 
tions. 

Each department exercising authority in 
Alaska has striven to solve its own problems, 
and that too often without reference to the 
problems, personnel and authority of other 
departments. 

The bill agreed to provides that the Secre- 
taries of the Departments of Interior, Agri- 
culture and Commerce, each for his own de- 
partment, may delegate a commissioner who 
Bhall be styled ex officio commissioner for 
Alaska. All Federal employes in Alaska comn- 
ing within the jurisdiction of each respective 
department shall be under the direct super- 
vision and control of the commissioner of that 
department. The President is authorized to 
place under the supervision and direction of 
one of the three ex officio commissioners ‘‘any 
governmental activity relating to Alaska pro- 
vided for by law.’’ 

It is believed, so the report says, that the 
enactment of this legislation will lead to great- 
er simplicity and economy in the government 
of Alaska, and will produce greater efficiency 
through proper coordination of effort on the 
part of the various executive departments now 
exercising authority over the Territory of Alas- 
ka. The plan is indorsed by the Secretaries of 
the Interior. Agriculture and Commerce.

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NATIONAL BANKS. 


Comptroller of the Currency McIntosh re- 
ports that on April 12 the 8,000 national banks 
of the country had combined resources amount- 
ing to $24,893,665,000—a decrease of about 
$1,000,000,000 as compared with December 
31, 1925, but an increase of about $1,000,000,- 
000 as compared with a year ago. Loans and 
discounts decreased since December 31, but 
increased more than $832,000,000 as compared 
with a year ago. Capital stock increased about 
$48,990,000, and liability on account of circu- 
lating notes increased $991,000—to a total of 
$649,452,000—-as compared with a year ago. 

Demand deposits totaled $10,691,396,000, 

an increase of more than $512,500,000, and 
individual deposits increased more than $94§8,- 
000,000 as compared with a year ago. 
. The national bank system is the backbone 
of the Federal reserve system, and an index 
of the condition of business and public and 
private confidence. Created during the civil 
war to provide a market for United States se- 
curities and to furnish a national paper or 
credit currency, it has proved its worth and 
value, and persists as an important and inte- 
gral part of the American monetary system. 
Every national bank is required to be a mem- 
ber of the Federal reserve system. Without 
national banks the Federal reserve system 
would collapse.

New York, May 16 (By the As- 
sociated Press).—Favorable and 
adverse developments in the trade 
situation struck an almost even bal- 
ance last week with the settlement 
of the British general strike, after 
a week’s industrial idleness, the 
unexpectedly large decrease in un- 
filled tonnage of the country’s larg- 
est steel producer and the disclo- 
sure of record-breaking April sales 
by one of the leading motor manu- 
facturers. 

The termination of the British

Prosperity for some of the largest 
motor manufacturers apparently 
has been accomplished at the ex- 
pense of others, and fears were 
prevalent that price-cutting would 
be resorted to in an effort to attract 
business.

The shrinkage of 
the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion’s unfilled tonnage in April ex- 
ceeded 600,000 tons, bringing total 
orders on hand down to the lowest 
level since last September. With 
incoming business continuing to 
lag, operating schedules were cut 


down in several districts and prices |

New York, May 16 (By A. P.).— 
April sales of General Motors cars 
to users by dealers broke all records 
for any month in the corporation’s 
history, Alfred P. Sloan, jr., presi- 
dent, announced today. The total 
of 136,643 cars and trucks com- 
pared with 108,051 sold in March, 
which was the previous high point. 
Prior to that, April, 1923, held the 
monthly record with 105,778. The 
record-breaking April compared 
with 97,242 cars sold at retail by 
dealers in April last year and 89,583 
in April, 1924. 

Total retail sales for the first 
four months of 1926 were 631,363, 
against 233,008 in the same period 
last year, an increase of 55 per cent. 
Sales of cars by the manufacturers’ 
divisions of General Motors to deal- 
ers in April were 122,742, against 
113,341 in March, and 85,5683 in 
April last year. For the first four 
months sales by divisions to dealers 
were 403,728 cars and trucks, com- 
pared with 240,898 in the same 
period last year, and 275,450 the 
year before.

00.0| York reports that Great Britain 
had outstanding war loans to allies 
and dominions aggregating £1,991,- 


888,000 on March 31 last. Of these 
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loans, £128,236,000 were due from 
the dominions and colonies, chiefly 
from Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa. Australia owed £86,- 
866,000; New Zealand, £28,348,- 
000, and South Africa, £11,884,000. 
Interest is being paid on all of 
these loans, and in the cases of 
Australia and New Zealand, an 
annual sinking fund. The most 
important of the funded loans is 
£274,760,000 to Italy, upon which 
agreed annuity payments are being 
made. Such payments also are 


-being made on the £31,250,000 
Ifunded debt of Rumania. 


The important unfunded debts 
are those from Russia and France. 
Russia is officially stated to be in- 
debted to Great Britain for £794,- 
505,000, and® France to the sum of 
£647,106,000. Less important loans 
still unfounded are £31,400,000 due 
from the Serb-Croat-Slovene king- 
dom; £23,733,000 from Portugal 
and £21,167,000 from Greece.
